Neighbors—So What? 

Practically every newspaper in 
the country during the past two 

weeks, has made some mention of 
Father-Divine, cult leader, moving 
one of his ‘Heavens’ across the 
Hudson River from the estate of 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Some papers have given much 
space to the announcement and 
some little and some for one 
reason and some for another, which 
all causes us to ask gravely, “So 
what?” 

White newspapers, for the most 
part, carried articles tinged with 
irony and having an undercurrent 
of envy and insult, Many Negro 
newspapers printed the story

NEW YORK, N. Y. Sept. 8 — 

A recent issue of Variety, the- 
atrical magazine, stated “bookers 
and managers of Negro bands are 
becoming increasingly worried 
about evaporating time. Increas- 
‘ing lack of theatre dates — once 
| their most important item — plus 
i slow elimination of road stands 
|and dance dates has further milit- 
ated against them. 

“But the biggest slap came with 
the advent of white bands going 
into torrid Negro music—long ig- 
nored. - Result . finds white bands 
outheating the originators of 
swing, and getting preference.” 

That whites have invaded the 
field of hot jazz, or swing music 
if you prefer, in large numbers is 
no secret, nor is it kept under cover 
that a good many dusky bands are 
currently finding, it difficult to ob- 
tain regular employment, But as 
to the whites “outheating” the or- 
iginators of swing and thereby get- 
ting preference, this observer must 
take exception. 

Heading the list. of white swing 
bands are Benny Goodman,’ Bob 
Crosby, Tommy. Dorsey, Larry 
Clinton, Jimmy Dorsey, Bunny 
Berigan, Artie Shaw ‘and Gene 
Krupa. Sepia leaders include Duke 
Ellington, Count Basie, Chick
